RABIES TREATMENT 


The public generally will, we 
feel sure, agree with the South 
China Morning Post when it 
states that the result of the 
Coroner’s inquiry into the death 
of u rabies victim was not en- 
tirely satisfactory. The . fact 
that the subject of the inquiry 
succumbed to hydrophobia des- 
pite the fact that he had received 
fourteen ant-rabic injections 
must tend to arouse doubts aus 
to the eflicacy of the trentment 
as applied locally. It has, of 


course, never been claimed that’ 


inoculation will ensure complete 
success in every case. But its 
value is undoubted and a high 
Percentage of success has been 
attained. Dr. Graves’ evidence 
shows beyond question that 
every possible step was taken to 
save the victim's life, but it is 
clear from what he stated that 
thore is some diversity of opinion 
amongst medical men as to the 
best dosnge. The tendency ap- 
parently is towards higher 
doses, und during the past two 
years they have been doubled 
locally. The methods used hero 
are in line with what Dr. Graves 
himself described as a rough- 
and-ready way, in order that the 
vaccine may have a wider use- 
fulness. Excessive dosage is 
possible, it seems, but locally an 
endeavour .is made to strike a

- ‘DANGEROUS TRADE

Although often condoned on 
uccount of ils generally quite 
imaginary romance, smuggling is 
an offence with very serious social 
consequences In ity ability to 
bring all law into disrepute, as tt 
did in the United States, its {n- 
roads into the national revenues 
which have to be made up from 
other sources, its victimisation of 
the honest trader who’ pnys his 
dulica and its influence on unem- 
oyment, — k te 

And unfortunately its possible 
benefits very seldom, i! ever, 
reach the consumer, for there 
are so mhny partics who‘have to 
be compensnted tor the risk ‘that 
they run, and quite a bly propor- 
tion of the duties which are 
evaded have to be set aside to 
satisfy blackmailers. 

Therefore the possibility of a 
revival of smuggling on a ‘really 
big scale is a matter of serious 
concern, and it Js useless to deny 
that the possibility Js there. All 
through the history of this and 
other countries it has repeatedly 
been shown that it Is the potential 
profit that has created a big 
smuggling business time and 
again, and that this business has 
only died out when the profits’ arc 
no longer worth while, + ; 

The efforts of the preventive 
authorities by themselves have 
never yet succecded tn putting o 
stop to smuggling, and it fs doubt- 
ful whether they ever will if they 
are kept within retisonably 
economical limits, although, of 
course, un effective preventive 
service makes things much more 
diticult, decreases profits of 4 
considerable number. But ag for 
stamping out smuggling altogether 
it ia as powerless as the police are 
to stamp out theft.

The question is whether, how 
that the tariff policy has made 
amuggling worth while nyain after 
many years, the Customs officers 
can, taking full advantage of at- 
tendant circumstances, “keep 
‘smuggling within reasonable 
bounds, 

Cireumstances certainly help 
them greatly and in many trades 
make the business practically im- 
possible. Things huve been com- 
pletely reversed since the old 
days of romantic smuggling; then 
the difficulty was td run the con- 
traband through with  salling 
luggers, carts and the “tub men” 
mounted on horses with half- 
ankers slung across thelr “chest, 
und backs, 

Once through it was easy 
enough, for the contraband could 
be sold quite openly. Nowadays 
it is comparatively easy to run the 
goods through with fast motor- 
boats, cars and aeroplanes, know- 
ing that the small force of 
Customs officers cannot watch 
every_Nkely spot. at. the. same 
time; it-is not until the goods are 
through that the great difficulty 
begins, for It is impossible to find 
u market for some commodities 
and very difficult, for others,

For a short time it was 
an aplendid business; hundreds of 
bottlés were slipped through and 
both sailor and Inndlord made 
quite a nice profit. 

But the travellers of the various 
distilleries knew what cach hotel 
or tavern ought to consumo within 
a very small margin, and when the 
orders fell off their experts began 
to make inquiries; it only wanted

If it is noticeable tn spirits, it 
ix even more so in tobacco, At 
lenst 99 per cent. of the tobag- 
conists’ customers demand their 
favourite brand, whether it7ia in 
cigars, pipe, tobneco or cigarettes, 
and they will not take anything 
else, 

Thesg brands are all of English 
manufacture, generally well  ad- 
vertised, and in order to get any 
wood sale for contraband the 
tobacconlat would have -to bring 
his price down so much that the 
suspicion of the authoritics would 
be aroused immediately. He might, 
of courre, have a few favoured 
customers whom he could trust 
sufficiently to let into the’ secret, 
but only a few and not likely to 


be enough to justify purchases 
on any scale, 

The smuggler -no longer has the 
warm sympathy of the whole com- 
munity, from the squire and par- 
son. downto the. labouror, but. it

Various New Bills 


The Attorney General, in moving 
the first reading of a Bill intituled “An 
Ordluance to consolidate, .amend and 
simplify the law relating to Larceny 
and Kindred Offences,” said: 

- “In England, the law relating . to 
Larceny is mainly contasned in the 
Act of 1861 and the Amendment Act 


‘Lof 1916. Our own oxisting Ordinance, 


No. h of 1865, was based mainly on 
the Act of 1861, and this Ordinance 
brings it up to date by having con- 
solidated the provisions of our otvn 
Ordinance with new provisions based 
on the later English act omitting from 
the old Ordinance certain provistonn 
which related to the Falsification of 
Documents and Inpersonations rather 
than to Truo Larceny, which are being 
Made the nubject of two other Bills.” 

Moving the: first reading of a Bill 
Intituled “An Ordinance to amend the 
law relating to tho falsification of 
documents and to amend the Forgery 
Ordinance, 1922,” the Attorney 
General said: * “ : 

“As I stated on my Inst motion, 
there are certain provisions of the 
existing Larceny Ordinance which do 
net properly belong ‘to the Larceny 
Act, but more properly belong to an 
ordinance renting to the Falsification 
of Documents. It is considered de- 
sirablo, therefore, to repeal the Cor- 
rupt Practices (Documentary)  Or- 
dinance, of 1805." = 

“This also combines with the two 
Bills J have already moved ‘the first 
reading, and puta into one Ordinance 
not only the existing provisions of 
our law relating to false personation 
but also to certain other provisions 
derived from more recent English 
legiglature,” snid the Attorney Geno- 
raf in moving the first reading of a 
Bill intituled “An Ordinance to amend 
the law relating to false personation." 


Dangerous Drugs 


In moving the ‘first reading of the 
fourth Bin, intituled “An Ordinanco 
to amend and consolidate the law 
relating to dangerous drugs," the 
Attorney General sald:

the approval of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies.” °

The Sceretary for, Chinese Affairs, 
in hfs nnnual report, just issued, 
states! 

Inapector-Fraser and -his -two -As- 
sistant Chincse Lady Inspectors con- 
tinued throughout the year 1934 
their excellent work “ 
with mui-tani. At the beginning of 
the year the number of mui-tani on 
the register was 2,726, and at the 
end of the year this had been re- 
duced by 403 to 2,263. -This reduc- 
tion is mainly accounted for by’ per- 
manent departures from the Colony, 
restoration to parents or other rela- 
tives, and marriage, 

A total of 3,076 visits were mada 
by the Lady Inspectors to the homens 
of registered mul-taal in- addition. to 
their work with’ the male Inspector 
Investigating numerous . cases con- 


cerning Registered and unregistered] ' 


mul-tsai. 

Numerous. visits were also paid to 
ex-mul-tsai who have obtained em- 
loyment .as domestic servants, It 
is noteworthy that at the end of 
the yenr 116 registered mul-tsai were 
attending school, the fees paid by 
the employers for the’ girls’ educa- 
tion ranging ‘from $3 to $40 per 
annum.
